BY AUTHORITY. 


FOURTEENTH CONGRESS: 
SECOND SESSION, 


AN ACT. 

To amend the act, ‘authorising the payment 
for property lost, captured or destroyed by the 
enemy, while in the military service of the 
United States,.and for other purposes,” pass 
ed the ninth of April, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixteen. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
af America,in Congress assembled, That 
the ninth seation of the act, entitied ‘* Amact 
authorising the payment for property lost, cap- 
tured or destroyed by the enemy while in the 
military service of the United States, and for o- 
ther purpo-es,”” passed on the ninth of April, 
one thousand eight hundced and sixteen, shail 
be construed to extend only to honses, or other 
huildings occupied by an orcer of an officer or 
agent of the United States, asa place of deposite 
for military or naval stores, or as harracks for 
tee military forces of the United States.5 and 
that, in astingon all claims arising under thea 
foresaid ninth section, as wel] a3 those whereon 
commissions are now returned and remain un 
decided as thoseon which commi-siens mav be 
hereafter executed, it shall be the duty of the 
commissioner appointed in virtue of the art afore 
said, carefully to examine and investigate the 
same, and to report the fircts in such case to 
Congress as soon as may he, that such provi 
sion may be made for the relief of the respec 
tive claimants, as shal! be deemed just and pro 
per. - 

Sec. 2. AND BF IT FURTHER ENACTED, That 
the said commissioner shall,in all cases in which 
the claim ta compensation or indemnity shali 
exreed the sum of (wo hundred dollars, award a 
commission to some one or more discreet com- 
missioners near the places where the witnesses 
reside, who shall, before they proceed to act;

they will faithfully and impartially execute the 
duties assigned to them in saidscommission, to 
the best of their judgment; and the said com- 
missioner shall accompany said commission with 
direction as to the examination ef witnesses, on 
oath or affirmation, which the said commisson 
er or commissioners so acting are hereby autho 
vised to administer; which said commission, 
when executed, together with the examinations 
taken jn pursnance thereof, shall he enclosed, 
sealed, and returned’ by mail to the office of the 
said ¢é6mmissioner.
